Asphalt Makes Roofs, Roads 


Most modern roads and most 


modern roofs are made of the 
same substance—asphalt. The un- 
derside of a road surface has to 
be kept as dry as the inside of a 
house, and asphalt has been found 
to be an ideal material for the job. 


More than a century ago, John 


Loudon Macadam, the Scottish 
engineer who first got the idea of 
surfacing roads with asphalt, said, 
"It's the native soil that ically 
supports the weight of traffic. As 
long as old Mother Earth is kept 
dry, she will "carry any weight 
without sinking." 


Asphalt has been found to be 


more nearly waterproof than any 
other road surfacing material of 
major importance. Of the 650,000 
miles of paved roads in the United 
States, more than 500,000 miles 
are asphalt-surfaced. 


Although asphalt gives its name 


to asphalt roofing, it i* not the 
only material that goes into an 
asphalt shingle. An asphalt shin- 
gle starts as a piece of roofing 
felt. The felt is impregnated with • 
asphalt and then coated with, 
more asphalt. Mineral granules- 
little bits of stone—are embedded, 
in the surface. 
; 


Unlike a road, however, asphalt 


roofing is not always black. Nu- 
merous solid and blended colors 
are made by ceramicallv firing 
color pigments into the mineral, 
granules. T!i3 color that is applied! 


Asphalt shingles, protection 
against storm and fire, are used 
to roof most homes In America. 


to the roofing in this way is per- 
manently fixed. 


Asphalt roofs are just as popu- 


lar as asphalt roads A survey by 
the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency indicates that about four- 
fifths of the 1.350.000 new homes 
built in 1950 are roofed with 
asphalt shingles.

Wom stair coverings are dan 


geioui. particularly for women 
wearing high heels. Therefore, it 
behooves every home-owner to 
keep his stair carpet in good con- 
dition, icplacing badly-worn car- 
pet with new. 


There is nothing mysterious or 


even complicated about 
laying 


stair carpet. The following sug- 
gestions will assuie you of a pro- 
feshional-lookmg job. 


In oidermg the lunner, figure 


a foot and a half for each tread 
and add six inches to the overall 
length for shrinkage when you 
have it cleaned later. Ready-made 
pads are available or you can 
make them yourself from 32-ounce 
carpet lining. 


Clean Stairs 


Be suie to clean and inspect the 


bare staiiway. Loose steps should 
be nailed down with eight-penny 
finishing nails. Countersink 
all 


nails and icmove snags and splin- 
ters that might cause wear. 


Lay chalk guide lines on each 


step to keep the runner straight, 
then stait the pads which should 
be about four inches narrower 
than the runner. Center the pads 
on the step and leave a space be- 
tween pad and riser as indicated 
m sketch. After back edge is tack- 
ed down, diaw pad over" leading 
edge or nosing of step and tack 
undeineath. Never into the nosing. 


Start laying the runner from the 


top. Tack it next to the hall car- 
pet and let it run down the stair, 
fitting it loosely into each step. 
Now start fiom the top and tack 
at the fust step. Pull the runner 
tight and put four tacks into each 
side as in the sketch, two in the 
step and two m the riser on each

Finish Canasta for Fast Out

"What is the correct play in 


this situation?" asks an Ann Ar- 
bor correspondent. 
"It was the 


first deal of a game so both sides 
needed only 50 points for the ini- 
tial meld. The dealer turned up 
a red three, freezing the pack. 
The next up-card was a five. 


"I drew from the stock pile and 


then held: 


K-K-K 
7-7-7 
6-6 5-4 2-2. 


"I decided that my hand was 


well-suited to playing for a fast 
out but was not much good for a 
long struggle for the pack. Hence 
I melded the three kings and one 
deuce, and discarded the five. 


• "The next player discarded a 
six, and my partner drew from 
the stock. 
He then added two 


Icings to my meld and also put 
down three tens and three nines. 
He ended his play by discarding a 
black three. 


"The 
next player made a safe 


discard, and I drew, a five from 
the stock. My hand was: 


7-7-7 6-6 5-4-2 
"What should I have done?" 
The best play is to add the 


deuce to the kings, completing a 
canasta. 
Next, meld the three 


•evens. 
End your play by dis- 


carding the five. 


Your first meld announced that 


you wanted to play for a fast out 
rather than compel* for the froz- 


en pack. 
Your partner enthusi- 


astically accepted the invitation 
by melding eight cards from his 
hand. 
The chief 
question 
is 


whether or not to use your own 
deuce to complete the canasta. 


If you hold the deuce, you will 


be out as soon as you draw a 
six, a king, or another wild card; 
or as soon as your partner com 
pletes the canasta for you. If you 
use the deuce to complete the ca- 
nasta, you will be out as soon as 
you draw a six or another wild 
card. 


In other words, putting down 


the deuce hurts you very little. 
There are five kings already in 
sight, so you don't have a very 
big chance to draw another in 
the near future. 


The advantage of melding the 


deuce is that your partner may be 
out as soon as the canasta is 
made for him. That is very like- 
ly to be the meaning of his en- 
thusiastic meld, and you must not 
spoil his chances for the sake of 
improving your own.

HAVE ALL THE ANSWERS 


PARIS—Every military headquarters has a "brain 


trust" of smart young fellows who don't get much in 
the limelight, but who are expected to come up with the 


answers whenever the big brass pushes a buzzer. Gen- 
eral Eisenhower's headquarters is no exception. 


His top civilian aides are Douglas MacArthur III, 


a nephew of the ex-Far East commander and William P. 
Burnham, a New York investment banker. 
MacArthur 


is a State Department career man who is Eisenhower's 
political adviser, and of whom the general is very fond. 
He has the same high regard for Burnham—who is no 
relation to the James Burnham who wrote "Coming De- 
feat of Communism." 


Ike's Burnham established close relations with the 


general while he was president of Columbia University, 
though Burnham himself is a Yale man. Ike seems to 
like him because he is no "yes-man." 


Among the military braintrusters, Maj. Gen Cort- 


land Van Rensselaer Schuyler, deputy chief of staff, is 
tops, a West Pointer, a statesman and a scholar. Brig.- 
Gen. Anthony J. Drexel (Tony) Biddle is General Eisen- 
hower's official greeter and military diplomat, smoothie 
handler of VIPs and foreign diplomats who speak to Ike 
through Tony, in the first instance.. Vice-versa, General 
Eisenhoxver speaks to the European military missions of- 
ficially through Biddle. 


On a slightly lower level is a smart group of young 


colonels who are supposed to know everything. 
The 


word around headquarters is that nobody makes a move 
without first asking- Lt.-Col. Andrews Goodpaster. 
Oth- 


ers in the group are Col. Dodd Starbird, Col. Hamilton 
Twitchell, Col. William S. Steele, Col. Vernon P. Mock, 
Col. Robert O. Wood' and Col. Peter Carroll. They're 
all future generals. 


The experience they're getting now is of course in- 


valuable, just as Gen. George C. Marshall's experience 
as a colonel at Gen. John J. Pershing's headquarters in 
World War I helped make him.

IKE'S SUCCESSOR 


One of the principal topics of gossip in Europe is 


who could succeed General Eisenhower if he should decide 
to go home and run for the presidency. Some of Ike's 
most ardent supporters are of the opinion that his 
SHAPE—Supreme Headquarters, Allied Powers in Eu- 
rope—would fall apart if the general walked out on it. 


Others think that Ike can get it started, then turn 


to the more important task of getting political unifica- 
tion to back up the military effort. General Al Gruen- 
ther, Eisenhower's chief of staff. isxmost frequently men- 
tioned as a likely successor to his boss. 


Young Air Force Gen. Lauds Norstad, commander 


In chief of the Eurpean Air Forces, has made a big im- 
pression on the Europeans, however, and to many people 
over here he makes more sense than most. General Nor- 
stad had a big part in planning America's original B-29 
strategic Air Force, and there are relatively few gen- 
erals who understand and can command strategic air. 


A third possibility frequently mentioned is Gen. 


Omar Bradley, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and also chairman of the Standing Group, which is now 
Ike's real boss. General Bradley is now serving his sec 
ond term as head of JCS. He is due for retirement. The 
only higher job to which he could be promoted is as 
field commander-in-chief succeeding Eisenhower.

PRODUCTION PROGRESS 


BONN—Quietly, but steadily, West German produc- 


tion is being geared into the European rearmament ef- 
fort. First step was taken nearly a year ago without 
any public announcement. The German level of indus- 
trial production, limited by post-Potsdam agreements of 
the four big powers was allowed to rise by three mil- 
lion tons a year, from 11 to 14 million tons. Nobody 
even asked the Russian's permission and they never 
complained or tried to make a propaganda issue out of it. 


The next big step, now under way, is to increase 


German coal production. U. S. High Commissioner John 
J. McCloy and his British and French associates, to- 
gether with Marshall Plan productivity teams are con- 
centrating on increasing coal production, which will be 
30 million tons short this year. More coal means more 
heat, more power, more steel with which to make more 
armaments. 
Adoption of the Schuman plan would help 


tremendously. 


Over and above this basic industry productivity drive, 


however, German industries are being given orders—not 
for complete weapons, which are still prohibited, b\it for 
parts and components for optical goods, electronics equip- 
ment and automotive parts which can be assembled in 
British. French, Dutch, Belgian or Italian arms.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Diet, Poor Training May 
Lead to Constipation 


"We have a major problem in 


our household," writes a reader. 
"Namely, constipation. Both fath- 
er and son have this trouble, and 
the son was born with it. Is consti- 
pation inherited?" 


True constipation is not as com- 


mon as most people think, and it is 
often confused with spastic colon, 
which has» frequently been dis- 
cussed in this Column. 


It seems safe to say that it is 


not inherited, although there is an 
unusual 
condition 
k n o w n 
as 


Hirschsprung's disease in which 
the lower bowel is exceptionally 
large at birth1 and produces a most 
peculiar form of constipation. 


In most cases, however, improp- 


er training and neglect, especially 
in childhood, have a great deal to 
do with chronic constipation. 


Failure to set aside a regular 


time of day for a bowel movement 
is the cause of much trouble. 


Poor diet, of course, can and 


often does cause constipation. Too 
many people gulp their food down 
without allowing enough time for 
their meals. 


Some foods are so highly refined

that they do not contain the bulk 
necessary at times. 


Fresh 
fruits and 
vegetables 


make up an insufficient part of 
the diet. These foods not only 
supply a large part of the bulk in 
the diet but also aid in peristalsis 
or the wave-like movements of the 
intestine which carry the contents 
down through the intestinal tract. 


USE LAXATIVES WITH CAKE 


Abuse in the use of laxatives or 


cathartics is another great cause 
of constipation. The mistaken idea 
is common that if a person cleans 
himself'out once a week with a 
good strong purge it will be good. 
This disturbs the normal rhythm 
of bowel evacuation. 


Treatment of simple constipa- 


tion, unless the trouble has begun 
in childhooti or has lasted for a 
very long time, is usually satisfac- 
tory. The underlying cause, wheth- 
er diet, neglect or abuse of laxa- 
tives first has to be corrected. 


Establishing good habits by hav- 


ing a movement at a particular 
time of day and yielding to the 
urge when it comes are extremely 
important. Exercise likewise helps 
to overcome constipation. 


But in the little boy mentioned 


by the correspondent good indi- 
vidual medical advice would seem 
to be desirable.

Washing Snow Suite 


Specialists from the University 


of Illinois recently gave a few 
hints on washing snowsuits. Wash 


^ftrst of all m lukewarm soft water 


and mild soap. If you are using 
hard water secure a softener and 
use as directed. 


Squeeze the suds through the 


fabric; do not rub since this action 
shrinks and hardens woolen mate- 
rials. Rinse well in water of the 
same temperature as that used for 
washing. Then gently squeeze out 
the water. Do not twist the gar- 
ment when squeezing it. 


Jf The use of a mechanical wring- 


er is fine, since it will not twist 
the fabric. Dry the suit at room 
temperature — away from a hot 
place. 


It is recommended that woolen 


areas of the suit be stretched while 
the garment is still wet Because 
most woolen snow suits have a 
cotton outing flannel lining, there 
is likely to be a difference in 
shrinkage of the two materials. 


^Stretching the wool before it dnes 


helps to bring the two back to the 
same size.

WASHINGTON. (AP)—Senate 


Mundt (R-SD) said today his per 
sonal "grass roots survey" indi 
cates the public wants either Sen- 
ator 
Taft 
(R-Ohio) 
or Gen 


Dwight D. Eisenhower as the next 
president. 


"B*t the American people have 


not made up their minds between 
Bob and Ike," Mundt said, ,adding 
he is not committed to any presi- 
dential aspirant "There is no defi- 
nite trend." 


Mundt based his belief on what 


he said were careful soundings 
he made among rank and file 
voters while delivering a series of 
speeches in the Southwest and 
Middle West in recent weeks. 


"I've come back convinced that 


President Truman is not 'going to 
run," Mundt said. "He has lost the 
South, and he can't win without 
the South. I don't think he wants 
to end his career as a badly de- 
feated candidate." 


•lust Favorite Sons 


Regarding two other announced 


Republican candidates, Gov. Earl 
Warren of California and Harold 
Stassen, president of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and form- 
er governor of Minnesota, Mundt 
said: 


"I don't think either one is a 


front-running candidate. They now 
are in the favorite son class." 


Stassen supporters announced in 


St. Paul, Minn., last night that a 
slate of 2S delegates pledged to 
him will enter the primary elec- 
tion in Minnesota March 18. 


But Stassen's backers in New 


Hampshire expressed doubt he 
would enter that state's primary. 
Stassen himself said last Sunday 
he was entering the April 8 
Illinois primary and might do the 
same in Wisconsin.

Kcfaiivor In Race 


Over the Democratic side, there 


were new indications Senator Ke- 
fauver (D-Tenn) will seek his 
party's nomination, although he 
has made no formal announce- 
ment. 


There were Kefauver develop- 


ments in Illinois, Ohio and New 
Hampshire. In each state, indi- 
cations were strong that dele- 
gates pledged to him would be 
•sntered in primaries. 


Probably the most emphatic Ke- 


fauver development was a definite 
statement by Herbert L. Lock- 
wood, co-chairman of the Illinois 
Kefauver-For-President club, that 
Kefauver "will seek the nomina- 
tion." He said the senator had 
told him by telephone that he is 
"elated and was very optimistic 
of carrying Illinois." 


In New York, Kefauver himself 


was silent as to his plans but an- 
nounced he would sec President 
Truman Tuesday, He would not 
say what the purpose of his call 
at the White House was, but it 
was understood it related to "po- 
litical matters."

United States has bluntly rejected 
a second Russian protest that dol- 
lars earmarked for stemming Com- 
munism in Europe actually arc 
being spent for subversive anti- 
Soviet activity. 


The new complaint, similar to 


one brushed aside by this country 
Dec, 20, was handed the U. S. em- 
bassy in Moscow three days ago. 
The note, printed in full by the 
Soviet press, calls for repeal of the 
Mutual Security Act'. 


This law, passed in the last ses- 


sion of congress, replaced 
the 


Marshall plan on Jan. 1. It pro- 
vides funds for Europe's growing 
rearmament and for aiding vic- 
tims of Communism. 


In Washington, Lincoln White 


of the state department, said: 


"We rejected the new Russian 


"legations completely and stood 
by our previous answer." 


When Russia first protested, the 


United Staes denied it-was behind 
any subversive activity aimed at 
the Soviets. Besides, it said, such 
'false charges come with singular

ies" against the American gov- 
ernment. 


The original protest contended a 


100 million dollar appropriation, 
ncluded in the Mutual Security 
Act to help victims of Communist 
rule, constiuted subversion against 
the U.S.S.R.

Index Unchanged; 
Retail Costs Up 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Whole 


sale prices were unchanged for 
the week ended Jan. 3, but retai 
food prices climbed 0.4 per cent 
front Dec. 15 to Dec. 26. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics 


yesterday reported the wholesale 
price^idex at 177.2, with the 1926 
average as 100. This was 1.1 per 
cent below a year ago and 12.9 
per cent above the month before 
Korea fighting began. 


The retail food price index was 


232.8. using the 1935-39 average 
as 100. This was 0.8 per cent be- 
low a month before, according to 
an eight-city survey of grocery 
prices, and almost 15 per cent 
higher than pre-Korea. 


The retail survey showed a 2.6 


per cent gain, caused mainly bj 
seasonal factors, in prices of fresh 
fruits and vegetables. Butter, two 
per cent higher, now stands at the 
highest price since mid-1948. 


Chiefly because of the butter 


price jump, the dairy products in- 
dex went up. 0.4 per cent. Meats, 
poultry and fish were up 0.2 per 
cent? 


The wholesale price index re- 


flected slight declines in all com- 
modity groups except farm prod- 
ucts, up one tenth of one per cent, 
and fuels, unchanged. 


The daily index of prices on spot 


markets and exchanges declined 
0.2 per cent to a level 1.54 per cent 
below Jan. 25, 1951. This is the 
point at which prices generally 
were frozen last year.
